January 13 - Matthew 9 - Jesus forgives and heals, Matthew called, fasting?, healing of 
daughter & chronically ill woman, two blind men, casts out demon, missionaries 
needed. 

January 14 - Matthew 10 - Disciples- Jesus appoints, sends out, instructions and 
teachings. How is Jesus sending you out as his disciple? What are his instructions to 
you? Are you willing to go? 

January 15 - Matthew 11 - John asks, "Are you the one?", Jesus says, "What do you 
see?", Jesus speaks of John, warnings; worship the Lord and come to God; come and I 
will give you rest from heavy loads. 

January 16 - Matthew 12 - Jesus has all authority even over worship; heals on the 
Sabbath; Isaiah prophecy; devil? no; whoever is not with me is against me; people 
always looking for signs - Jonah; evil is there looking for a place to live.
